INAUGURATED SUNDAY 



Service on the new bus line 
from Bryn Mawr to Overbrook, 
via Narberth and Merion, was in- 
augurated Sunday by the Mont- 
gomery Bus Company, Inc. Per- 
mission for this line was granted 
over a month ago by the Public 
Service Commission, following a 
series of hearings dating back sev- 
eral years. 

The route of the new line is 
from Morris and Montgomery 
avenues in Bryn Mawr, down 
Montgomery Pike to Wynnewood 
road, Narberth, in on Wynnewood 
road to Wynnewood avenue, and 
out this thoroughfare to City Line 
and the usual route of Montgom- 
ery Pike busses, to the Sixty-third 
and Lancaster avenue terminus at 
Overbrook. The return is over 
the same route. At present half- 
hourly service is being given. 

The new line is being operated 
by the Montgomery Bus Com- 
pany through the Philadelphia- 
Suburban Transit Company with 
which it has a 10-year operating 
agreement. Application filed a 
month ago with the Public Service 
Commission revealed both these 
companies to be under the control 
of the P. R. T.

No further action has been taken 
with regard to the paving of Haver- 
ford avenue, from Essex to Wynne- 
wood road, according to the report 
of the Highway Committee through 
its chairman. Robert F. Wood, at 
Council Monday night. The Penn- 
sylvania Railroad owning approxi- 
mately half of the abutting property 
has a practical veto on any attempt 
to pave the street, since 30 per cent, 
of the paving cost must be borne. J.u 
the property owners.'" No <<peta 
tions could be started before May 
so there is ample time for the rail- 
road to act favorably upon the mat- 
ter. The complete report follows : 

Since our last report, no reply has 
been received from Mr. R. P. Rus- 
sell, superintendent of the Philadel- 
phia terminal division of the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad Company, with 
reference to the possibility of pav- 
ing llaverford avenue westerly 
from Essex avenue. 

During the month of February 
we spent $1448.20 for labor in con- 
nection with the following activities : 
For collecting 1027 cubic yards of 
ashes, $978.74 : for street cleaning. 
$304.40; for clearing away snow. 
$165.06. 

During the night of February 24 
the "Keep to the Right" sign at the 
corner of Essex and Haver ford ave- 
nues was broken by unknown per- 
sons. We recommend that the sign 
be replaced. 

We are now securing competitive 
prices on trap rock and road oil for 
use in street maintenance work dur- 
ing the approaching season and we 
expect to have these prices ready 
for the consideration of Council at 
the next meeting. 

(hie permit for opening the street 
was issued during the past month 
to the Philadelphia Suburban Water 
Company and the fee therefor 
amounting to $9 was collected and 
turned over to the borough treas- 
ury. In addition, the sum of $14 
due on permit No. 30, previously re- 
ported, was collected and turned 
over to the borough treasurer.

MUMPS ON TOBOGGAN 

Mumps have been prevalent in 
the borough during the past 
month, according to the report of 
Health Officer George B. Suplee 
at the meeting of the Narberth 
Board of Health on March G. The 
health officer reported 21 cases of 
mumps, one case of pneumonia, 
two cases of chicken pox, one case 
of tuberculosis and one case of 
scarlet fever. 

All these have been removed 
except one case of scarlet fever, 
one case of chicken pox and five 
cases of mumps. 



A resolution officially requesting 
county aid for the repaying of 
Wynnewood road was passed at 
Council meeting Monday night. 
This was introduced by Robert F. 
Wood, chairman of the Highway 
Committee. The forms provided by 
the county authorities for such a 
resolution had no space or mention 
of specific amounts so the extent of 
the county aid remains as indeter- 
minate as it is intangible. The reso- 
lution will be presented to the coun- 
ty commissioners at Norristown. 

The second matter of importance 
which came up before Council was 
the question of the temporary per- 
mit issued for the alterations to the 
real estate office of Robert J. Nash. 
Inasmuch as the station improve- 
ments may be several years in the 
course of completion. Mr. Wood of- 
fered a resolution which would 
have set an expiration date to the 
temporary permit within the life of 
the present Council. This resolu- 
tion was voted down 4 to 3, with 
Messrs. Wood, Hall and Leitch 

The present status of this slightly 
irregular permit is covered by the 
report of the building committee. 
In regard to the Nash office, the 
report says, a temporary permit was 
issued in January "to cover altera- 
tions until such time as the Penn- 
sylvania Railroad would change the 
location of their station building. 
1 f such change is not made by Feb- 
ruary 1, 1929, your committee rec- 
ommends that this matter be again 
taken up for further consideration." 

It wa-; broujdit i.i'it that the Sub- 
urban Counties '.'.as and Electric 
umip:m_.. ."rs:;rcii!plrtles pii.M'ir.^ -Jt. -- _ 
new gas main through the borough 
on Sabine avenue from Montgom- 
ery avenue to Wynnewood road. 
Whether this larger main is to pro- 
vide increased service to Narberth 
or is a through line to serve other 
communities was not known at the 
time. The street was only paved 
two years ago so Council expressed 
disapproval of the plan to tear it up 
at this early date. If the gas com- 
pany sees fit to put a new main 
through not much can be done 
about it, since it is a public utility. 

The report of the superintendent 
of public works, George B. Suplee, 
showed that five building permits 
had been issued in the month of 
February for alterations amounting 
to $1500 and fees of $17 collected 
thereupon. Thirty-eight inspections 
were made during the month, 1 1 of 
the operations being completed. A 
permit for a gas filling station at 
.S44 Montgomery avenue was re- 
jected. The applicant, J. Baird 
Caldwell, appealed to the board of 
adjustment, but the Zoning Com- 
mittee of the board upheld Suplee's 
action. This is Mr. Caldwell's sec- 
ond unsuccessful attempt to gain ex- 
ceptions to the zoning law. 

The comedy of the meeting oc- 
curred when the chairman of the 
Finance Committee presented a res- 
olution to the chair which was (1) 
unsigned, (2) made out for $25 
instead of $2500 and (3) was dated 
April 12. President Leitch, being 
well versed in spotting such irregu- 
larities, sent it back three times for 
correction. 

Business being transacted in rap- 
id fashion enabled the motion for 
adjournment to be made at 10.15 
P. M., an unusually early hour for 
Council to be dispersing.

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SOWING SEEDS INDOORS 



an early start on the annuals that arc- 
slow in maturing we must use a hot 
lied, cold frame or sow the seeds indoors. 
Hot beds are becoming scarcer every year 
and cold frames must be watched care- 
fully and covered on frosty nights, so 
that indoor sowing is the best plan, pro- 
vided, of course, that we do not want a 
great quantity of plants. 

Let us divide our seeds of annuals into 
three classes. First the real hardy ones 
that can be planted outdoors either in the 
late fall or early spring. Jt so happens 
that most of these are of the kind that 
are difficult to transplant and must grow 
where they are planted and thinned out, 
allowing space for the remain. ni; ones to 
grow and develop. This class includes 
Cornflower (Centaurea Cyanus), Shirley 
Poppies, Annual Larkspur— all to be 
sown where they arc to bloom— and 
Ahssum. Calendula and Panics that 
will withstand the cold weather and also 
transplanting. 

The next class will be the tender an- 
nuals that can be sown in the open 
ground when danger of frost is past, 
usually after April 15 or May 1. These 
we will pass by for the present, as there 
will be plenty of time to consider them 
during April. 

Class number :i, and the one to con- 
sider now, covers the seeds that must be 
sown early in order to get the maximum 
b:oom for the garden. .Snapdragons first, 
by all means, and then Petunias. These 
seeds are both fine and should be sown 
in shallow earthen pots so that they can 
be set in warm water and moistened from 
the bottom instead of washing the seeds 
out by watering on the surface. These 
shallow earthen pots can be used for all 
s-„eds and the soil mixture can be the 
same for all — one-third garden loam, 
( ne-third humus or leaf soil and one- 
third sand. The loam for the seedlings 
to loot in. the liunuis to hold mois'ure 
and the sand .to afford drainage. This 
mixture to be screened, a piece ot window 
screen wire answering nicely. 

Pieces of broken flower pot to cover 
the hole in the bottom of the pot and 
then the soil, firmed down but not packed. 
Xow the seeds — just barely covered — 
their own depth is plenty, or, better still 
sprinkle them on the surface and sift a 
little fine soil over them. Firm well and 
water — by soaking the not. Keeo shaded 
until the seeds break through, and in a 
place that is not cold and not draughty.

GIVES CLUB ADVICE 
ON ADVERTISING 



Traces History for Rotary 

and Praises Newspaper 

Use. 



Local business men were given 
advice on their advertising problems 
Tuesday by W. Russell Green, 
speaking at the Cynwyd Club lun- 
cheon of the Bala-Cymvyd-Nar- 
berth Rotary. As advertising man- 
ager of the Hires Root Beer Com- 
pany, he had much experience in 
the handling publicity. 

The speaker briefly traced the 
history of advertising from earliest 
times. He told of the bonfires 
lighted by the Carthagenians to tell 
the people that a shipload of goods 
had arrived for sale, and of the ads 
which appeared in America's first 
paper in Boston in 1690. 

Local merchants were advised to 
tell a plain merchandising story in 
their advertising, and to keep away 
from the Bowery and imaginative 
style of copy. Consistent use of 
plain-talking advertising, he said, is 
the best known producer of business 
growth. 

"Don't advertise until you have 
something to sell." Mr. Green said. 
"The product must come first, and 
it must be a product you can honest- 
ly advertise. 

"The second rule is to maintain 
a perspective on your business and 
to get a detached viewpoint. In 
this way the effect of advertising on 
its market can be determined. Back 
of each sales story, also, there must 
be some purpose which is adhered 
to." 

As an example of straightfor- 
ward copy writing, the speaker ad- 
vocated the style of the Bible, in 
which clean writing has in no way 
affected the effectiveness.

THE MESSAGE 
OF THE CROSS 

Excerpt of Sermon 6iven by 

Pastor of Narberth 

Baptist Church. 

When Dr. G. Stanley Jones was hold- 
ing his Round Table Conferences in li- 
dia, he was attempting a pragmatic solu- 
tion of the problem, "What is Religion 
in human experience?'' He permitted 
no theological or philosophical discus- 
sions; his guests must tell what religion 
was as a fact in life. 

"The Jesus of dogma I do not un- 
derstand." replied one Hindu professor, 
"but the Jesus of the Sermon on the 
Mount and the cross I love and am 
drawn toward." . 

"When a sage was asked the privilege 
of a boon." responded another, "he asked 
for vicarious suffering. That to me is 
the greatest thing. I want to keep before 
me the scene enacted on Calvary. 1 wish 
I had power to take on myself the suf- 
ferings of others." 

At the recent hellowship ot l'aitns lield 
in Philadelphia the insistent appeal made 
by adherents of other faiths was that 
Christians should be Christian, hven 
Rabbi Wise, in a beautifully sincere ad- 
dress, emphasized his willingness to trust 
the future of the world in the hands ot 
those who would actually follow the 
Spirit of Jesus. 

Here, in utter simplicity, is the Mes- 
sage of the Cross. Freed from dogma, 
creed and theology, the Cross of _Jesu< 
makes a universal appeal to the spirit of 
man. This is so because every deep- 
seated experience of Man finds a cor- 
responding element in the Cross. 

Any great picture of the Crucihxion 
has lines of composition that draw the 
eve to the Figure on the Cross. In the 
Munkacsv picture that hangs in the \Van- 
amaker Gallerv in Philadelphia there is a 
remarkable illustration of this tact. 
Should the eve chance to wander to the 
complacent crowd of captious critics, it 
is drawn unerringly to the Cross by the 
ladder of the executioner, who is taking 
a last insolent look of satisfaction at his 
handiwork. What a parable! 

Begin, if von please, with life, hrom 
our meager "knowledge of it, Life seems 
to be a working out of a principle ot 
progress achieved through sacrifice. Every 
step is bought. Often the reward ob- 
scures the cost, but does not eliminate it. 
'Tis sorrow builds the shining ladder up, 
li'hose golden rounds are our calamities 
IVhercon our feet planting, nearer Cod 
The spirit climbs and hath its eyes un- 
sealed. 




The Rev. Robert E. Keighton, whose 
sermon, printed this week, begins the 
second series of seven pages devoted 
to Narberth's church community. 



This principle of Life draws us no- 
where so surely as to the Cross of Jesus. 

Man's whole religious learning and 
experience have been an evolution of God 
from the capricious and malevolent Sete- 
hos of Caliban to the God and Father of 
Jesus. We have escaped the implications 
of a god of magic and have slowly won 
our way to a god of spirit. God is no 
longer thought of as apart from Nature 
;ind Life, dipping into its stream either 
whimsically or in answer to a human 
petition ; He is actually a part of Life, if 
not Life itself ! 

Where does this line of composition 
draw us but to the Cross of Jesus? 

Man has but few needs. Perhaps they 
could all be included under one— 'The 
need of a universalizing experience that 
harmonizes hiin with the Cosmos.' For 
some this experience is God; for others, 
Life or Spirit or Service. Religiously it 
is called Redemption. Whatever the in- 
dividual name for it, the essential char- 
acter remains the same. . 

Again we find ourselves irresistibly 
drawn to the Cross of Jesus. 

What then is this "message of the 
Cross"? Tt seems to be: A Man, whose 
life and spirit were wholly at one with 
the universe of our experience and faith, 
lived and died consistent with, and as a 
supreme epitome of. that spirit. 

Our highest thought calls Him "God : 
our highest faith calls His "The Holy 
Spirit": our highest hope calls His 



"Eternal Life." Many of us find it not 
at all difficult to believe that "Whatever 
may be the unexpected phenomena of the 
future, Jesus will not be surpassed. His 
worship will constantly renew its youth, 
the tale of His life will cause ceaseless 
tears, His sufferings will soften the best 
hearts; all the ages will proclaim that, 
among the sons of men, there is none 
born who is greater than Jesus.' 
(Strange words from one who has been 
speciously called an infidel, Renan !) 

This is the message of the cross. Why- 
burden it with a theology, a creed or a 
"view"? The only view of the cross 
worth while is that obtained when we 
stand at the foot of it. Theology is only 
the stumbling attempt of fallible man to 
express his experience and interpret it. 
Interpretation is always likely to be but 
the method we employ to cover our ig- 
norance and to give the appearance of 
feasibility to that which in our own mind 
is dubious. Most theology sounds so 
horribly like an Apologia Pro Rcligione! 

And besides, a "view" is so likely to 
bee me archaic. This has happened again 
and again in our Christian History. Each 
age has presented the message of the 
cross in terms and figures best suited to 
contemporary thought and understand- 
ing ; insistence upon the mold of the 
thought has destroyed the life. To make 
any of these "theologies" effective today 
is impossible. We must recapture the 
spirit for which they stood. And that 
can be done! 

Let us take men along the "Via Dolor- 
ossa," even to Calvary's hill. Let them 
stay until the cries of the rabble are si- 
lenced by the cries of the stark Figure 
on the Cross. Let them hear the whole 
minor chord of suffering and defeat 
drowned in the crashing major chord of 
victory and life! Let them remain to 
the end, content to be the silent witnesses 
of a great drama and a magnificent spec- 
tacle. 

No one will feel that it is only a 
drama, destined to be relieved of its in- 
tense emotional appeal when the curtain 
has fallen. We shall not think differently 
when our calmer mood of reflection has 
allowed an analysis of it all. The char- 
acters will not resume the place out of 
which they came for a few hours to 
impress us ! Xo intelligent person will 
think of it as a Divine Pageant of Re- 
demption. The redemption is too real to 
be so theatrically impoverished. 

The Figure on the Cross remains just 
tha'. 

It may have needed the Resurrection 
Story to give birth to the Church : 
Christianity was horn at the Cross. 

Vet men watched the cosmic tragedy of 
Golgotha and returned to the bazaars of 
Jerusalem to trade and to laugh. Just 
so many saw the outpouring of life on 
the Battlefields of France and laughed 



indifferently. Against this Carl Sandburg 
has cried out. i-lis poem, "Rutons," may 
well speak for us our own sorrow at the 
paucity of spirit in those who similarly 
slough off wih charming indifference the 
implications of the Cross of Jesus. 
/ have been ■watching the war map 
slammed up for advertising in 
front of the newspaper office, 
Buttons— red and yellow buttons— blue 
and black buttons are shoved 
back and forth across the map. 

A laughing young man sunny with 
freckles 

Climbs a ladder, yells a joke to some- 
body in the crowd, 

And then fixes a yellow button one inch 
west 

And follows the yellow button until a 
black button one inch west. 

Ten Thousand men and boys Huist on 
their bodies in a red soak along a 
river edge, 

Gasping of wounds, calling for water, 
some rattling death in their throats. 

Who by Christ would guess what it cost 
to move two buttons one inch west 
on the war map here in front of 
the newspaper office where the

! today and as an interested citizen and

I might venture to say that in 
i some cases the assessed value is no 
doubt slightly more than one-third of 
the quick-sale value in Narberth, re- 
gardless of his statement that such a 
state of affairs would be impossible, I 
would like to query, while on this sub- 
ject, if possibly some of the adherents 
of the borough form of government 
are not probably swayed by the fear 
that the inequalities, which now exists 
in the assessments of quite a few of 
our properties, as I am told, will be 
corrected. 

The newly elected assessor, who 
based his appeal to the voters on a just 
revision of the existing assessments, 
will, 1 feel sure, keep his pledge, cor- 
recting this long standing abuse, and 
thus possibly recruit more sentiment 
for the consolidation idea. 

If the above basis of assessment is 
correct, for both forms of government, 
and no doubt will continue so, consol- 
idation or not, and I have neither heard 
or read any tangible arugments to the 
contrary, there remains but one thing 
to investigate: The tax rate at present 
and what that would be after the ab- 
sorption.

set forth in "Our Town" of February 
18 last. Out of a budget of about 
$1,000,000 we will find $460,698.18 set 
aside for highway construction as 
against $405,588.88 for last year, show- 
ing a growing tendency for better 
roads and, mark you, the tax rate still 
maintains the same 12 mills. This 
would seem to refute definitely the 
bugaboo of no street or road work 
being done in the township. 

Comparing the amount of money 
expended in the township and Nar- 
berth borough for this character of 
work to the total budget, we find in 
the township 40 per cent, of their 
budget goes to such improvements 
for 1928, while from our auditor's re- 
port of 1927, as far as I am able to 
ascertain, we spent about $44,000 for 
this item, with ash collections includ- 
ed, or considerably less than 44 per 
cent, of the total tax collections of 
$100,000. So it would seem even with 
the lower tax rate, the township man- 
age to lavish much more proportion- 
ately than we do on our road improve- 
ments. Thus it would appear that the 
reason for the Lower Merion township 
tax rate is not based on saving from 
street and road improvement. 

Further inspection of this township 
budget shows the decreases in charges 
over 1927 to be due largely to loan 
account and administration costs, show- 
ing a very healthy condition of these 
two items of expenses. 

If the people of Narberth were 
buying government like any other 
commodity, how many would be will- 
ing to pay Narberth officials a higher 
rate than those of Lower Merion, 
taking conditions as they exist in 
those separate units of these two styles 
of Government today? 

Then again, take our Narberth mer- 
chant viewpoint. If their assessments 
are properly made, isn't the higher

Simplified 



Narberth Borough comprises a fourth-class school I 
district. 

This district, serving an area one mile square, is ! 
surrounded by the Lower Merion School district serv- 
ing the remainder of the township. The township 
schools have an assessment (on same basis of valua-j 
tion) per school attendent over two times Narberth's! 
assessment per school attendent. j 

Narberth's present school tax rate (19 mills) is I 
26+% higher than the Lower Merion rate (15 mills). J 
Nar erth residents want school facilities equal to those 
of their neighboring communities. 

Five years ago our school board issued the following 
statement: "Careful examination has revealed that addi- 
tional elementary school facilities must be provided over 
and above the space which will be yielded by the vacation 
of the high school. All hands agree on this point. To 
delay matters would Impose a serious injustice on our 
elementary school children." 

This statement was true five years ago and no addi- 
tional facilities have been provided. To enlarge these 
facilities will cost money and to provide that money 
we must have increased taxes. 

Narberth Borough has practically no undeveloped terri- 
tory left, no chance to take in new territory which would 
add assessment. These taxes must therefore be levied 
against the existing properties. 

Five years' experience has proved that it is more 
economical to pay tuition at the Township Schools than 
to attempt to compete with their high school. 

We are obliged to function as a separate school dis- 
trict because we have a separate political area. We 
use the same rail service, the same water, gas, tele- 
phone and electric service. We rent township sewer 
connections and pay the township for our police pro- 
tection, notwithstanding the fact, however, that our 
borough tax bill will be 66 2-3% higher this year than 
our township neighbor. 

In the past few years many small political units 
through the nation have been dissolved, and school dis- 
tricts consoldidated in the interests of the taxpayers 
and school children. 

Mr. Albert W. Atwood in an article, "The Cost of Govern- 
ment," appearing In the March 10 issue of the Saturday 
Evening Post, quotes Mr. Mark Graves, of the New York 
State Tax Commission, as follows: 

"Too many small governmental units which make neces- 
sary too many offices and officers is in a large measure 
responsible for high local 1 taxes. In round figures the tax- 
payers of this State pay yearly $600,000,000 to support 62 
counties, 60 cities, 932 towns, 507 villages and 10,600 school 
districts, much of which could be saved if the small coun- 
ties were made Into larger ones, If sparsely populated poor 
towns were united and school districts consolidated. 

"When it costs more money to run government we never 
think of reducing the overhead or cutting the cost of the 
service by doing that which business concerns would do, 
but because governments are not in business for profit and 
cannot be thrown into bankruptcy courts, we simply go 
back to the taxpayers for more taxes. 

"What business is doing, government could do, If the 
people would get Into that way of seeing It, and forget 
some of the traditions bound around the sacredness of 
town, district and county lines. Why should the people of 
three counties pay two and one-third as much for overhead 
as practically the same number of people pay in another 
county? If this were competitive business Instead of gov- 
ernment, Tioga, Tompkins and Chemung would go broke 
because Chautauqua would get all the business. 

"We must not expect those whose business It is to man- I 
age political organizations to become enthusiastic about 
this notion. Political organizations live and thrive on 
political patronage. While they will agree that it is desir- 
able to make three blades of grass grow where one grew 
before, they will resent having one job stand where three 
stood before. They prefer having three county clerks, three 
sheriffs and three each of all other county officials in three 
small counties to having one of each in a larger county." 

Our Legislature has done its share to help the tax- 
payers of this State who are suffering tax inequalities 
due to this cause by revising the General Borough 
Code. This committee will publish a petition in an 
early issue.

PROPOSES HOSPITAL 



A neighborhood hospital located in 
Cynwyd and erected primarily to serve 
Bala, Cynwyd, Merion and Narberth 
— that is the proposal of Dr. Henry A. 
Bomberger in a letter to newspapers 
this week. Such an institution -would 
serve residents of one of the most 
populous sections of the Main Line 
who at present have four miles dis- 
tance to Bryn Mawr or Philadelphia 
for hospital service. 

Dr. BomberRcr, who was organizer 
of the Bala-Cynwyd Neighborhood 
Club and former pastor of the Cyn- 
wyd Presbyterian Church, would lo- 
cate the proposed hospital in the upper 
part of Cynwyd on main highways, 
which would make it easily accessible 
to residents of the lower end territory. 

The matter of .accessibility is the 
chief argument advanced for the 
project. 

"At the present time," writes Dr. 
Bombergcr, "our nearest chance is on 
the outskirts of Bryn Mawr. Our 
next nearest chance is at Thirty-ninth 
and Filbert streets, or 1234 North 
Fifty-fourth street, Philadelphia. Our 
only other chances lie in two ceme- 
teries, the salubrious Schuylkill and 
the none too numerous benches of 
Fairmount Park." 

No pretense is made that an ambi- 
tious building program nor large ex- 
penditure should be undertaken. 

"I am not thinking in terms of mil- 
lions." the writer continues, "at least 
not for the present. Nearly every such 
project should be, and of a necessity 
must be a gradual growth. As to its 
general character, it should be judi- 
ciously adapted to the peculiar require- 
ments of a purely suburban commu- 
nity." 

The proposed hospital, which for 
the want of a better name by its 
proposer, has been given the tentative 
title of the Neighborhood Hospital of 
Lower Merion. It is at present an en- 
tirely visionary project, but is raising 
considerable discussion in the lower 
end community.
